A: Good Soldier

The Bible has several commands 
about the Spirit: “Be filled with 
the Spirit” (Eph. 5:18), “Grieve 
not the holy Spirit’ (Eph. 4:30), 
“Quench not the Spirit” (I Thess. 
5:19), and “Walk in the Spirit” 
(Gal. 5:16). A Christian ought to 
be filled with the Spirit, ought to 
walk in the Spirit, ought not to 
grieve the Sprit by sin and ought 
mot to queneh the Spirt by re- 
bellion. 

A Christian ought to walk in the 
Spirit. That means that he day 
by day should have leading. A 
Christian ought to know what to 
do. Once a preacher said to me, 
’“Brother Rice, the single greatest 
problem in my life is to know 
the will of God. When I get up 
to preach, I know not what to 
preach. When two churches call 
me, I do not know which one to 
accept. The greatest single ques- 
tion in my life is how to know the 
will of God.” Now, that is a sad 
and. tragic confession for a 
preacher. Any saved person ought 
to have the leading of the Spirit 
ef God, ought to know the will of 
God. 

How striking and remarkable 
are the accounts in the book of 
Acts of how the Spirit of God led 
Christians im New Testament 
times! In the eighth chapter the 
Scripture tells us that the Lord 
told Philip to leave the revival in 
Samaria, to go down to the road 
that led from Jerusalem to Gaza, 
and when he got there He would 
show him what to da Now 
waen't that clear leading? When 
Philip got there, along came a 
chariot with the Ethiopian eunuch. 
Philip joined himself to the 
_ @hariot, got the man saved and 
baptized him. Then the Spirit of 
the Lord caught away Philip, the 
Bible tells us. That is direct lead- 
ing! 

In the sixteenth chapter of the 
book of Acts the Scripture tells us 
that Paul, Luke, Timothy and one 
er two others, perhaps, were mak- 
‘img a tour in Asia Minor. In the 
gixth verse we read that they 
“were forbidden of the Holy Ghost 
to preach the word in Asia,” and

He gives up the 
comforts of home. He goes out 
under law ang rule. Each hour 
his responsibilities are marked out 
for him. He is no longer his own. 


A soldier ia often a suffering 
man, subject to wounds and toils. 
Frequently he must lie in the hos- 
pital. There may be ghastly cuts. 
Yet in the face of constant danger 
he seeks to be a good soldier. I 
mention these things that are in

The soul-Winner’s Prayer

Young converts, one of the very 
first things you need to realize is 
that the moment you are saved, 
warfare begins.

In It Timothy 2:3, 4 we see three 
things which, if faithfully fol- 


lowed, will make one a_e good 


soldier. First of all is the prepa- 
ration, the training. 
In wae accent two World Wars, 


great training camps were erected, 
boot camps were established where 
young soldiers were trained by 
daily exercise to become strong in 
body. Attention was given to 
setting up exercises, long hikes, 
and obstacle courses in order that 
the soldier might stand the heat 
of the battle. 

Then the equipment was given— 
a new uniform, G. I. issued, if you 
please! Then the soldier became 
acquainted with the implements of 
warfare—the guns, the field artil- 


lery, the hand grenades, the 
bombs, the electrical communica- 
tions, radio, and radar. And 
listen! As Uncle Sam calls the 


soldiers to be exercised and well 
equipped, so God expects the con-

When Mendelssohn first went to 
see the great Frieburg organ the 
old custodian bluntly refused him 
admission. Later, however, he re- 
luctantly permitted the musician 
to enter and, after tactful persua- 
Sion, consented to have him play 
a few notes on the famous in- 
strument. 

Once seated at the organ con- 
sole Mendelssohn soon forgot him- 
self. Overawed, mystified, like 
one who heard enchanting music 
from another world, the caretaker 
Stood speechiess. Only after the 
last chords had faded away did 
he rush to the master’s side de- 
manding, “Your name, Sir! Tell 
me your name!” 

Then humiliated, ashamed, seif- 
condemned, the surprised old man 
could only repeat, “And to think 
I refused you, Mendelssohn, per- 
mission to enter!” 

Entirely too much depends upon 
the outcome for God to risk hav- 
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ing us make a similar blunder. 
Startling as the declaration may 
be, Christ tells us pointedly, “Be- 
hold!

The All-holy at the door of the 
sinful! 

The All-loving at the door of 
the selfish! 

The Crucified 
the crucifiers! 

In all the world there is no 
greater wonder. Wildest imagi- 
nation could fancy no greater 
marvel.

disease. Whether childhood, 
youth, maturity, senility, it makes 
no difference; still He knocks, 
still he waits. 

Even Unough the individual may 
not always hear Christ’s knock, 
the fact of ilis xnocking is nel 
altered thereby. Many become 
guilty of deliberately, repeatedly 
turning a deaf ear to Christ until 
they suffer an advanced stage of 
callousness which makes it for- 
ever impossible to hear. Of this, 
multitudes were guilty in Christ's 
day. He described them as those 
who “having ears, hear not; and 
having eyes, they see not.” Mul- 
titudes today are likewise guilty. 
There is no other way to explain 


their indifference. Once they, 
too, heard the call of Christ. 
Once their hearts were tender 


and receptive. But over and over 
they spurned His offer. All the 
while their hearts were rapidly 
turning to stone. Now they rush 
on unhindered to Hell. Nothing 
can stop them. They resent our 
attempts if we should try! 

Perhaps you have witnessed 
the sight of an audience asked 
to show by raising hands how 
many opened their hearts to 
Christ before the age of fifteen 
years . . of twenty years . 

. of thirty ... of forty. It is 
convincing proof that petrification 
of the heart is an early and 
speedy process. Seldom does one 
heed God after youth. 

The barefoot boy leaves his 
Prints in fresh concrete, but once 
it hardens tons of freight grind 
over it without leaving a trace 
of an impression. That is a par- 
able of the heart. When it once 
hardens nothing can _ touch it. 
No, not even God. 

“Today, if you hear his voice,” 
the Scriptures’. therefore 
“harden not your heart.”

Does that seem too personal, 
too good to be true? That's the 
way God wants you to read it. It 
loses its value if you dont. So 
far as you are concerned it means 
this or it is worthless. 

That he is the object of God's 
love is the most blessed fact a 
man can know. One cannot con- 
ceive of knowledge more precious. 
Sir James Simpson, the eminent 
physician and scientist, gave tes- 
timony to this in words which 
strike a sympathetic note in the 
hearts of multitudes . Numerous 
illustrious accomplishments, in- 
cluding the discovery of chloro- 
form as the world’s first success- 
ful anesthetic, had thrust the 
humble physician into universal! 
recognition. One day a group ot 
tellow scientists who. would pay 
him their respects invited Simp- 
son to tell about his greatest dis- 
covery. Doubtless expecting to 
speak upon some phase of his 
work theirs was no little surprise 
when with touching sincerity, the 
great man replied, “The greatest 
discovery of my life, gentlemen, 
ix that Christ Jesus loves me and 
Saves me from my sins.” 

Though unlikely, until now you 
may have been unaware of 
Christ’s love. But from this point 
on you can be absolutely certain 
that He cares for you, and that 
even now He waits at your door! 
Why can you be so sure? Be- 
cause you have His word for it! 

Suppose a friend tells you he 
called at your home and failed to 
gain admission. You compare 
time and remember well you were 
in when he came. Yet you did 
not hear his knock, nor were you 
in any Way aware of his pres- 
ence. You cannot account for it, 
nevertheless because your friend 
is a man of integrity you believe 
it, for you have his word for it. 
In just the same way you must 
take Christ’s word that He loves 
you and that He waits at your 
heart. 4 

Who you are, what you are, 
and how you have lived doesn’t 
alter the offer of His love in the 
least. All are sinners for whom 
Christ died. One of the worst 
lies Hell ever coined would have 
man believe he is so evil God 
doesn’t want him. 

When the risen Christ commis- 
sioned His followers, He made it 
emphatic that although they were 
to herald the Good News of re- 
demption to all the world, they 
were first to preach to the people 
of Jerusalem. The man who 
plaited the crown of thorns and 
forced it upon His brow; the man 
who lacerated His back with the 
cruel scourge; the man who spit 
upon His face; the man who 
drove the nails through His hands 
and feet; the jeering, mocking 
multitude who laughed as He died 

these were to be the first to 
hear of His pardon and love! 

It has ever been thus. Where 
man’s guilt is darkest, there 
God’s love burns brightest. The 
deeper man’s sin, the greater 
God’s grace. Over against the 
universal need stands God's uni- 
versal offer. “If any man... 
He says, and that means YOU! 


God’s Gentle Persistence

Notice Christ says, “Behold! I 
stand at the door and knock. If 
any man hear my voice .. .” 
Should it not read “If any man 
hear my knock ...°'? Why the 
change of terms?

Perhaps you have had an ex- 
perience of your very own which 
will serve as a perfect explana- 
tion. It may have happened one 
night when you were called out 
at a late hour.

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then in the seventh verse we are 
told that “after they were come 
to Mysia, they assayed to go into 
Bithynia: but the Spirit suffered 
them not.”

I. Every Christian Can Walk 
in the Clear Leading of 
God’s Spirit 

There is an Old Testament 
teaching on this matter in the 
way the pillar of fire and cloud 
led the children of Israel. In the 
thirteenth chapter of Exodus we 
read where the Lord was leading 
the children of Israel up out of 
Egypt. Beginning with verse 20 
the Scriptures says: “And they 
took their journey from Succoth, 
and encamped in Etham, in the 
edge of the wilderness. And the 
Lord went before them by day m 
a pillar of a cloud, to lead them 
the way; and by night in a pillar 
of fire; to give them light; to go 
by day ang night: He took not 
away the pillar of the cloud by 
day, nor the pillar of fire by 
night, from before the people.” 

Here is the theme: God is with 


His people. 
God led the children of Israel ovt

your home, fitted and furnished 
especially for you. ‘ Even the lock- 
ed door was no reason to turn 
away. 

So moving to the side of the 
house, and standing directly un- 
der an open window, you cupped 
your hands to your lips—-and 
called! 

Now you see the picture. Christ, 
too, has a right to dwell in our 
hearts for we are doubly His: 
His because He made us—His be- 
cause He redeemed us. When we do 
not heed His knock, He does not 
turn away, but calls calls 
... from out of the night. 

It’s Your Move 
“Open the door... ” 


Holman Hunt's painting, The 
Light of the World, pictures 
Christ standing at the  heart’s 


door. Inspired by the words of 
our text, more than any of his 
other productions it made the ar- 
tist world-famous. 

The story is told that a delight- 
ed critic viewing the newly fin- 
ished masterpiece suddenly turn- 
ed to the artist with the words, 
“But Hunt, you have omitted 
something!’’ Upon the artist's in- 
quiry he explained, “Oh, it’s just 
a detail, but an essential one 
nevertheless: the latchstring . . 
you forgot to put it on the door.”’ 
Revealing true insight Hunt re- 
plied, “That, my friend, was omit- 
ted with intent. No one gets 
through that door unless it is op- 
ened from within.” 

The words, “Open the door,” 
are a crystallization of this truth, 
a truth which runs throughout 
the whole of the New Testament. 
They make clear that A DBFI- 
NITE, DELIBERATE, DECI- 
SIVE ACT IS IMPERATIVE ON 
THE PART OF MAN BEFORE 
CHRIST CAN COME INTO HIS 
LIFE. Christ’s entrance is not a 
process which just naturally 
evolves, however expectantly one 
may wait. Nor is it an experi- 
ence which is earned by merit, 
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however saintly one may become. 
There is one condition only under 
which Christ comes into man’s 
heart. That condition empha- 
sized over and over, is that He 
be invited. He will not pass the 
threshhold until we “open the 
door.” 

It makes no difference how 
kindly our attitude toward Christ, 
how tenderly we regard Him, how 
highly we laud Him; we cannot 
Claim Him nor His blessings until 
we make the decision which gives 
Him admittance. 

A knock sounds at your door. 
Through the parted drapes you 
see a friend about whom you 
have heard since your youth. 
Though you have rever known 
him personally, you have often 
benefited by his benevolences. 
You have every reason to leve 
him and welcome him into your 
home. Even as he knocks you 
profess that no privilege would 
give you greater joy. 

But despite that, your friend 
is still on the outside. Before he 
can come in, before you can know 
him and the blessing of his fel- 
lowship, you must open the deor! 

Precisely the same condition ex- 
ists between each soul and the 
Saviour. To rejoice that He 
knocks at our heart is not enough. 
Christ will not enter until we 
make Him sure we want Him. 
Yet many go through life without 
Him because they overlook this 
important fact. 

Sometime back a beautiful 
character called at our home. 
With heavy heart she related her 
life-long dissatisfaction with life. 
While on the surface things may 


have appeared ideal, somehow 
She sensed that down at § the 
source, something, “the real 


thing’”’ she called it, was missing. 
With winsome frankness she told 
how she had always tried to live 
a clean life, how she never allow- 
ed a day to pass without~prayer, 
how always she did what she 


thought to be right. 

Numerous Scripture verses were 
quoted to bring her face to face 
with the need of an immediate 
and definite acceptance of Christ. 
After explaining their implica- 
tions I asked if she were willing 
to take the step then and there. 
“Candidly,” was her reply, “I 
don’t see the need of the ‘decisive 
step’ as you call it.” “You 
don't?” I asked, “Why you have 
already told me your need when 
you said you haven't found real 
life; that despite all you have 
done your soul never has been 
satisfied.” She saw the point and 
before the interview ended we 
bowed to pray as she was )j0y- 
ously born into the family of God. 

Many mistakenly think that be- 
ing baptized, or joining a church, 
or giving money, or offering serv- 
ices, or living a good life, is the 
Way to become a Christian. But 
while these things have their 
piace, there is a world of differ- 
ence between doing them and be- 
coming a child of God. 

Until one has deliberately acted 
to open the door to Christ, he 
has absolutely no grounds for 
claiming relationship with God. 
Until he takes this step, one does 
not run the risk of being lost, he 
is lost! Even now his is a Christ- 
leas life, bound for a Christ-less 
grave, destined for a ChristJess 


eternity. 

If there is one thing the 
Gospel makes plain it is that 
Christ never intrudes. He i# 


never guilty of forcing an eén- 
trance. In His hand is no sword, 
no hammer, no ram, no pry. Here, 
everywhere, He makes it clear 
that He enters only after He is 
given permission. There never 
was and there never will be sucha 
thing as irresistible grace. Every 
wail of the lost is proof of that! 
YOU MUST OPEN THE. DOOR. 

Bverything— joy, forgiveness 
peace, eternal life —everything 
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of Egypt. In some sense Egypt 
is a type of this world. In some 
sense Israel is a type of a Chris- 
tian led out of the world, led to 
Christ. The wilderness journey is 
@ picture of our life in this world. 
Crossing the Jordan and going 
into the Promiseg Land is in some 
sense a type of going to Heaven. 
A Christian can be led by the 
Spirit of God all the journey 
through. 

The Scripture says that the 
pillar of cloud led the people. It 
stayed right above them and led 
them; and they followed. When 
night came it was visible as a 
pillar of fire and went on leading 
them. Isn’t it wonderful that a 
Christian can have leading just 
as well in the night as in the day? 
Isn't it wonderful that a Chris- 
tian is just as safe one time as 
another? When the blackness and 
darkness was down in Egypt, the 
Scripture says the Israelites had 
light in their dwellings. There 
need never come a time when a 
Christian walks in darkness. 


You say, “Oh, the world is 
getting so dark!” Not for a 
Christian—-you have a heavenly 
Father. You say, “Oh, I’m afraid 
another depression will come.” 
There are not any depressions for 
the children of God. 

In the midst of the depression 
when people talkeq I sometimes 
laughed and said, “Oh, depression 
—is that what you call it? Well, 
I've had that all the time!” I have 
not always had plenty, but the 
truth is, I have never known a 
depression since I have been saved 
and in the will of God, Thank 
God. He cares for us. 


He careth for you, 
He careth for you, 
Through sunshine or shadow 
He careth for you. 


It is good to-have light in the 
darkness! A Christian is just 
as well off when the whole world 
is on fire as when everything is 
rosy. A Christian can have just 
as much to eat in the midst of 
depression as in the midst of 
lush times. A Christian can have 
guidance just the same when i 1s 
midnight blackness for every- 
body else. : 

Now this pillar of fire and 
cloud is the same one that was in 
the temple when Solomon dedi- 
cated it, the same Shekinah glory 
that was over the Holy of holies 
in the temple, over that altar, 
that ark of the covenant, that 
mercy seat. It is the presence of 
God on earth, and it is evidently a 
type anq picture for us of the 
leading of the Spirit of God.

scripture says that this pillar of 
lire not only led them and covered 
them, but was a wal] behind them, 
between them and the Egyptians. 
The children of Israel had light 
and waiked right on through, but 
the Egyptians’ chariot wheels 
came off ang their chariots drove 
heavily, the Scripture says. They 
bogged down. Then when God led 
the Israelites out and destroyed 
the Egyptians, the pillar of fire 
led the children of Israel and pro- 


tected them all the time. Oh, the 
sweet guidance of God's Holy 
Spirit! 


The children of Israel, out in 
the wilderness, are going to 
camp. The pillar of cloud, if it is 
daytime, has stopped. First, the 
tabernacle is set up in a certain 
place, then the tents of the priests 


get ready to follow the leading. 
When it moves they follow: when 
it stops, they stop. The leading 
of the Spirit of God! 


il. But Unconfessed Sin Can 
Stop the Conscious Near- 
ness of the Spirit 

But a terrible thing happened. 
You remember that Moses was 
forty days on Mount Sinai to re- 
ceive the law. During those forty 
days the people began to com- 
plain to Aaron: ‘What has hap- 
pened to Moses? We are out 
here stalled in the wilderness and 
our leader is gone-—-has been gone 
over a month now and nobody 
knows where he is. Tell us what 
to do. Why don’t you make us 
some gods? Moses used to talk 
to us about God, but he is vone. 
Make us some gods like we had 
down in Egypt.’ 

So Aaron took their gold—their 
bracelets, their earrings, and such 
matters—and had them cast and 
moulded and engraved into. a 
graven image, a great golden calf. 


The Scripture tells us: “And the 
people sat down to eat and to 
drink, and rose up to play’ (Exod. 
32:6). And as they drank they 
pulled off their clothes and danced 
nakeq around this golden calf. 


Then Moses ang Joshua came 
down off the mountain. As they 
came down Joshua said, ‘I hear 
the sound of fighting; there muat 
be a war on.’ 

‘No,’ said Moses, ‘itt ig not a 
war; # is somebody making 
merry. When they got closer 
they found the children of Israel 
dancing drunkenly around the 
golden calf. 

Moses took the golden calf and 
ground it into powder, put it in 
water and made them drink it. 
The: he asked, “Who is on the 
Lord's side? let him come unte 
me." They came, and he said. 
“Thus saith the Lord God of Israel, 
Put every man his sword by his 
side, and goin and out from gate 
to gate throughout the camp, and

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read this sad story, beginning with 
Exodus 32:30: 

“And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that Moses said unto the 
people, Ye have sinned a great 
sin: and now I will go up unto 
the Lord; peradventure I shall 
make an atonement for your sin. 
And Moses returned unto the 
Lord, and said, Oh, this people 
have sinned a great sin, and have 


made them gods of gold. Yet 
now, if thou wilt forgive their sin 
and if not, blot me, I pray 


thee, out of thy book which thou 
hast written.:. 


He is not talking about the 
book of life, but God's plan for a 
nation, Israel, a nation from 


whom should come the Messiah, a 
nation that would carry the gos- 
pel and from whom would come 
the Bible. Moses said, ‘If You 
are not going to use the nation, 
if You are going to cast it away, 
lay my family aside, too. If You 
are not going to have prophets 
coming from Israel and writers 
of the Bible and eventually, at 
long last, the Messiah, then, Lord, 
throw me away, too.’ He is not 
talking about the soul being lost. 
He is saying, ‘Lord, keep Your 
plans about Israel, the nation. If 
not, then blot me, too, out of Your 
book that You have written.’ 
“And the Lord said unto Moses, 


Whosoever hath sinned against 
me, him will I blot out of my 
book. Therefore now go, lead the 


people unto the place of which I 
have spoken unto thee: behold, 
mine Angel shall go before thee: 
nevertheless in the day when I 
visit I will visit their sin upon 
them. And the Lord plagued the 
people, because they made the 
calf, which Aaron made.” 

God told Moses to go ahead. 
The people haven't been too much 
burdened .themselves about this 
matter and He is still going to 
punish them. ‘Let everybody 
bear his own sin, Moses.’ God is 
still displeased, isn’t He? God is 
still angry, isn’t He, with the peo- 
ple? 

Now read on in the thirty-third 
chapter: 

“And the Lord said unto Moses, 
and go up hence, thou 
and the people which thou hast 
brought up out of the land of 
Egypt....” 

God is saying, ‘All right, Mos- 
es, they are yours; don’t call 
them mine—this good-for-nothing, 
stiffnecked crowd, this idolatrous 
nation. Go ahead, Moses, they 
are your crowd. You can have 
them. You say you do not want 
Me to kill them all—all right, go 
ahead.’ 

Sometimes the burden gets 
pretty heavy on me about THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD and 
these great conferences and re- 
vival campaigns. Sometimes it 
gweems as if the Lord is saying, 
“All right, John, go ahead; it is 
your idea, go ahead with it.” And 
I sometimes have to say to the 
Lord that it is not my idea. 

Here the Lord said, ‘Moses, you 
go on; take this gang. They are 
yours.’ 

“And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Depart, and go up hence, thou 
and the people which thou hast 


brought up out of the land of 
Egypt, unto the land which I 
sware unto Abraham, to Isaac; 


and to Jacob, saying, Unto thy 
seed will I give it: And I will 
send an angel before thee...” 

God said, ‘Of course I will not 
go Myself. I am tired of this 
stiffnecked crowd. If I went with 
them I would kill all of them; I 
am tired of them. Go _ ahead, 
Moses; you take them. I'll send 
an angel along and keep My 
promise.’ ie 

“And I will drive out the Ca- 
naanite, the Amorite, and the Hit- 
tite, and the Perizzite, the Hivite, 
and the Jebusite: Unto a land 
flowing with milk and honey: for 
I will not go up in the midst of 
thee: for thou art a stiffnecked 
people: lest I consume thee in the 
way. And when the people heard 
these evil tidings, they mourned

Ghost, without any manifesta- 
uon of God's presence, that we 


.o not know that it is time to 
put on sackcloth and take off our 
ornaments. We do not know that 
vhen we have a service with no 
blessing, no power, no anointing; 
when we wander without God's 
blessings and God does not an- 
swer. our prayers, it is time to 
put on mourning and sackcloth. 
The people mourned at these evil 
tidings. About the worst thing 
that can happen is to get pros- 
perous and go along our own way, 
go so far before we even know 
God has left us. 


Let me say that you pastors 
are in a little more danger of 
this than we evangelists. An 
evangelist knows when he is pow- 
erless. He can hold about one 
or two meetings and have noth- 
ing much happen; then he knows 
he is ruined. Some of you pastors 
can build a good Sunday School, 
visit the sick, bury the dead, get 
patted on the back, run your or- 
ganizations and go on for a whole 
year or two and not know God 
has quit you. You are not stop- 
ping to think. Oh, it is evil tid- 
ings when you do not feel the 
sweet pleadings of God's Spirit 
every day and know you are in 
the will of God! 


“And when the people heard 
these evil tidings, they mourned: 
and no man did put on him his 
ornaments. For the Lord had 
said unto Moses, Say unto the 
children of Israel, Ye are a stiff- 
necked people: I will come up 
into the midst of thee in a moment, 
and consume thee: therefore now' 
put off thy ornaments from thee, 
that I may know what to do un- 
to thee. And the childrensrof Is- 
rael stripped themselves of their 
ornaments by the mount Horeb. 
And Moses took the tabernacle, 
and pitched it without the camp, 
afar off from the camp, and call- 
ed it the Tabernacle of the con- 
gregation....”’ 

Moses said, ‘All right, God has 
quit us; God will not live in the 
midst of us, so we will take this 
tabernacle and put it out to one 
side.’ Isn’t it a tragedy that God 
sometimes does not dwell in the 
midst of His people? The taber- 
nacle is put out to one side. If 
just a few, a despised few, want 
to go out there and find the Lord, 
they can go ahead; but in the 
main services, in the main crowd, 
there is no fire of God, no anoint- 
ing from Heaven, no leading of 
the Holy Ghost, no conviction, no 
tears, no blessing, no surrender, 
no salvation. That is a terrible 
thing. 

“And it came to pass, that 
every one which sought the Lord 
went out unto the tabernacle of 
the congregation, which was with- 
out the camp. And it came to 
pass, when Moses went out unto 
the tabernacle, that all the peo- 
ple rose up, and stood every man 
at his tent door, and looked after 
Moses, until he was gone into 
the tabernacle....” 

When you go home from this 
conference, I trust that if there 
is not the presence and glory on 
the whole congregation, you will 
at least let everybody know that 
you know how to go outside the 
camp to the tabernacle of the 
Lord. And let everybody stand 
and look on. I do not want us 
to be self-righteous, but in every 
community there nearly has to be 
somebody who goes out to seek 
the Lord alone. 

Revivals! They do not start 
with the whole crowd. Nearly 
every great revival I ever had a 
part in came about because two 
or three people met and cried and 
prayed for months and months 
ahead of time. The majority did 
not know or care anything about 
it. When we have a great re- 
vival people say, “Isn't this won- 


derful!” They did not know any- 
thing about it, but some had been 
praying and crying for months, 


sometimes even for years. A few 
people have to do that. 
So it was with Moses. If Mos- 


es had given up, the Lord would 
have let all the children of Israel 
die. But Moses went out and 
saw the Lord. 


and talked to 
the camp. 
“And it came to pass, as Mos- 
es entered into the tabernacle, 
the cloudy pillar descended [oh, 
the leading of the Holy Ghost, 
God’s Spirit!], and stood at the 
door of the tabernacle, and the 
Lord talked with Moses. [You 
know you ean have God talk to 
you; you can have God's leader- 
ship}. And all the people saw 
the cloudy pillar stand at the 
tabernacle door: and all the people 
rose up and worshipped, every 
man in his tent door. And the Lord 
spake unto Moses face to face, as 
a man speaketh unto his friend. 
And he turned again into the 
camp: but his servant Joshua, the 
son of Nun, a young man, depart- 
ed not out of the tabernacle...” 


And Joshua went 
the Lord outside 


You had better watch that 
young man; he is going to get 
somewhere. Moses said, ‘I'm go- 


ing back and talk to the people.’ 

Joshua said, ‘If you don’t mind, 
Moses, I believe I'll just stay 
here where the Lord is.’ 

V. Pleading and Waiting Will 
Bring Again Holy Spirit’s 
Manifest Presence 

“And Moses said unto the Lord, 
See, thou sayest unto me, Bring 
up this people: and thou hast not 
let me know whom thou wilt send 
with me...”

Moses said, ‘I’m not so well ac- 
quainted with the angels. I do not 
know which one You are going to 
send. Lord, go Yourself. Lord, 
don’t send an angel; You go.’ 
That is what Moses is saying. 

“Yet thou hast said, I know 
thee by name, and thou hast also 
found grace in my sight. Now 
therefore, I pray thee, if I have 
found grace in thy sight, shew 
me now thy way, that I may 
know thee, that I may find grace 
in thy sight: and consider that 
this nation is thy people...” 

Listen, go home, pastor and say 
to the Lord, “These are not mine; 


said, ‘I'll send an 


they are Yours. Claim them, 
Lord!”’ 
“And he said, My presence 


shall go with thee, and I will give 
thee rest...” 

Angels are around about the 
people of God all the time, but 
isn’t it too bad not to have the 
presence of the Spirit of God 
Himself, too? 

And God said, ‘All right, Mos- 
es; I'll give up. I can’t stay an- 
gry. I'll have to go along My- 
self. I know the people are stiff- 
necked, Moses; but you have 
broken My heart and I cannot 
hold out. I will go with you.’ 

“And he said unto him, If thy 
presence go not with me, carry 
us not up hence. For wherein 
shall it be known here that I and 
thy people have found gracein thy 
sight? is it not that thou goest 
with us? so shall we be sepa- 
rated, I and thy people, from all 
the people that are upon the face 
of the earth. ‘And fhe Lord said 
unto Moses, I will do this thing 
also that thou hast spoken: for 
thou hast found grace in my sight, 
and I know thee by name.” 

Now let me ask you this: what 
is the mark by which people 
know Christians are different? 
Well, that is easy, isn’t it? A 
Christian does not go to picture 
shows—anybody who goes to pic- 
ture shows is not a Christian and 
anybody who does not go is a 
Christian. Isn’t .that right? No, 
that mark is not enough. How 
will we know a Christian then? 
Well, all who are on the Devil's 
side smoke cigarettes and all who 
are on the Lord’s side do not 
smoke. Is that the way you are 
going to know them? No Chris- 
tian, I think, ought to smoke; 
but some do. And some of the 
Devil’s crowd do not smoke 
There are some of the Devil's 
crowd who smell better than the 
Lord’s crowd. I am sorry that 
that is true, but it is. So you 
cannot tell by that then. Well, 


how are you going to know? How 
can everybody know 


these are 


oe 8 ee. 


God's people? You hear me! 
There is not one mark we ought 
to have: there otfght to be the 
manifestation of the Spirit of 
God. The presence of God and 
the power of the Holy Spirit— 
that is what we can have and 
ought to have. 

Now, in the last chapter of Ex- 
odus I read a word, and I am 
through. 


“Then a cloud covered the tent 


of the congregation, and the glory 
of the Lord filled the tabernacle.

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A Good Soldie 
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morning. We noticed seateg on the 
jawn several groups of Marines. 
One group had _ handkerchiefs 
over their eyes. They were blind- 
folded. I was curious to know 
what they were doing, so I went 
up and asked the sergeant. 


He said, “This group over here 
takes the machine guns apart and 
this group that are blindfolded are 
putting the machine guns back 
together.” 

“Why is that?” I inquired. 

“Well, suppose we get out into the 
battle; we are to meet the enemy, 
but night falls. and the machine 
guns jam. How are these young 
men to know how to rectify the 
mistakes and fix the guns so that 
they can shoot, unless they know 
how to handle the different parts 
in the dark ?”’ 

Listen, young converts, you can- 
not stand up against Satan and 
his forces, the foes of unrighteous- 
ness, unless you know the Word 
of God and know how to handle it 
aright. 

A little later Paul says, “Study 
to shew thyself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, rightly dividing the 
Word of truth” (II Tim. 2:15). So 
that you can meet the enemy in 
the night season, you are to be 
equipped with the sword of the 
Spirit. And not only so, but you 
are to become exercised in spiritual 
things by daily meditation upon 


the Word, letting the Word of 
God dwell in you richly. Then 
you are to put on the whole 


armour of God, with the shield of 
faith and the sword of the Spirit, 
so that you can, with the shield of 
faith, quench the fiery darts of 
the Devil, the incendiary bullets 
that come your way from the Evil 
One. And they will come—hot 
and fast and furious! Unless you 
have the shield of faith, that 
moveable part of the armour, to 
put to one side and then to the 
other, you will go down to defeat. 

And then, on the other hand, 
God permits trials and testings and 
temptations to come our way to 
try us, to prove us, to see whether 
we can stand or not, to see what 
king of material we are made of, 
In speaking of Israel, Deute- 
ronomy 8:2 says, “And thou shalt 
remember all the way which the 
Lord thy God led thee there forty 
years in the wilderness [for what 
purpose ?] to humble thee, and to 
prove thee to know.what was in 
thine heart, whether thou wouldest 
keep his commandments, or no.” 
Every trial, every testing, every 
temptation that comes our way, 
comes to prove whether or not we 
are of the right metal. 

Notice verse 16, ‘“‘Who fed thee 
im the wilderness with manna, 
which thy fathers knew not, that 
he might humble thee, and that 
he might prove thee, to do thee 
good at thy latter end.” 

Then in the twelfth chapter of 
Hebrews we have the believer's 
exercise. Here it is (verse 11): 
“Now no chastening [child training 
-—-we are little children in God's 
sight] for the present seemeth to 
be joyous, but grevious: neverthe- 
less afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness 
umto them which are exercised 
thereby.” 

Ang So in the realm of _ the 
spiritual you have your equipment: 
the whole armour of God. God, in 


actual experience, tests you, 
exercises you so that you can be 
strong. 

After. exercising and _ after 


having the equipment, then the 
soldier is sent out into the field 
to learn the offensive tactics, to 
learn to defend his nation, learn 
how to make a beach head, how 
to capture territory for one’s 
country; and after capturing the 
territory or the piece of ground 
that is needed for victory, how to 
defend that territory. | 
And so in the realm of the 
spiritual, beach heads are needed. 
God says, “Preach the gospel] to 
every creature.” We are to get 
the gospel out to the last possible 
tribe before Jesug comes. There 
are beach heads to establish. God 
wants us to get the gospel out! 
After getting that beach head 
established, we are to defend it 
and keep it from the inroads of 
Saten. Paul, after establishing 


tees 


the beach head at Galatia, wrote 
back to them a few years later 
(after some Judaizing teachers 
had come down ‘and begun to 
teach the believers that they were 
Saved by. grace and works): ‘J 
marvel that ye are so soon re- 
moved from the grace that is in 
Christ.’ We read that Paul was 
Set for the defense of the gospel. 


Oh, how we need soldiers to es- 
tablish beach heads, and then 
have soldiers to defend those 


beach heads, the fundametals of 
the faith. My blood boils when I 
hear the Word of God pulled gpart 
over the radio—no bodily resur- 
rection, no second coming. Oh, 
how we need men with backbone, 
men who can endure hardness as 
good soldiers of Jesus Christ. men 
who need no soft road, men with 
persistence! 

Listen to Paul, will you? 
a chosen vessel. He did not have 
an easy road. “Of the Jews five 
times received I forty stripes save 
one, Thrice was I beaten with 
rods, once was I stoned. thrice I 
suffered shipwreck a night and a 


Paul, 


day I have been in the deep; In 
journeyings often in perils of 
waters, in perils of robbers, in 


perils by mine own countrymen, i 
perils by the heathen in perils in 
the city, in perils in the wilder- 
ness, in perils in the sea, in perils 
among false brethren [and I think 
of all the perils, to be among false 
brethren is the most heartbreak- 
ing], in weariness and painfulness, 
in watchings often, in hunger and 
thirst, in fastings often, and cold 
and nakedness. Beside those things 
that are without, that which 
cometh upon me daily. the care 
of all the churches” (II Cor. 11:24- 
28). What a job, young man! 
Enlist as a soldier in the army of 
Christ! 

Oh, how Christ endured suffer- 
ing, enduring the shame, even the 
shame of the cross! 

In the eleventh chapter. of 
Hebrews we reaq of the great 
crowd of witnesses about us. There 
we are told of Barak and Gideon 
and Samson and Jephthah, David, 
and Samuel, and many others “who 
through faith subdued kingdoms, 
wrought righteousness, obtained 
promises, stopped the mouths of 
lions, Quencheg the violence of 
fire, escaped the edge of the sword, 
out of weakness were made 
strong, waxed valian in fight, 
turned to flight the armies of the 
aliens” (Heb. 11:33, 34). Then it 
talks about cruel mockings and 


scourgings, bonds and imprison- 
ment. It tells how they were 
stoned, sawn asunder, tempted, 


were slain with the sword. ‘““They 
wandereg about in sheepskins and 
goatskins; being destitute, af- 
flicted. tormented.” 

The church has gone soit. We 
need persecution to make us hard, 
to make us endure as good 
soldiers, to make us stand! If a 
little more persecution came down 
upon the church today we would 
see the little wishy-washy, spa- 
ghetti—-backboned folks fly away. 
Oh, God says through First John, 
‘Be strong, young man, be strong?’ 
Why all of this? To have the 
pronouncement that~ we please 
Him. 

Life’s journey is ful] of snares 
and temptations to compromise, 
temptations to be complacent. 
Sanballat, when Nehemiah wanted 
to build the wall at Jerusalem, 
wanted Nehemiah to come down, 
and through cunning and through 
compromise tried to get him to 
stop his job. But oh, Nehemiah 
stood there—a sword by his side— 
and built the wall in troublous 
times. It is so easy to say—as 
the rich man of the twelfth of 
Luke saiq ‘My barns are full. My 
land has been awfully good-to me. 
I'll tear down my barns and build 
greater barns and I'll take life 
easy. And I will say to my soul, 
Soul, thou hast much goods laid 
up for many years; take thine 
ease, eat, drink, and be merry. 
But God said unto him, Thou fool, 
this night thy soul shall be re- 
quireq of thee: then whose shall 
those things be, which thou hast 
provided?’ What a temptation to 
take things easy and be com- 
placent in ‘the face of men and 
women dying by the hour, going 
out into eternal separation with- 
out Christ. Oh, Church of Christ, 
be stirred! Get the beach head 
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an brethren at Herrnhut, Austria, 
and Who met John Wesley and his 
friends at Aldersgate, London, to 
meet with us at Chicago! 


In this same great tabernacle 
where the central services will be 
held, Paul Rader saw many 
thousands saved. I want Dr. Bob 
Jones to come depending on God 
for the same blessing he has had 
when in some of his single cam- 
paigns there were thousands of 
souls saved.

Christ's words, “open the door,” 
ase also just one more vivid way 
God has of saying that man can- 
not earn his salvation. The most 
he can do is accept it. Salvation 
ig not the reward of works, but 
the gift of grace. It is not a 
matter of performing noble deeds, 
of bearing pain, of making sacri- 
fices, of attaining virtue, of 
acquiring wisdom, Contrary to the 
basic conception of every religion 
the world has ever known, stand 
the words of God “For by grace 


are ye saved, through faith. And 
that not of yourselves: it is the 
gift of God. Not of works lest 
any man should boast” (Eph. 
2:8. 9). All God asks man to do 
is receive the gift, to “open the 
door’ to the Giver. 

In a measure, our underslanding 
of God's plan depends upon our 
understanding of the nature of 
mn and what it does in ghe soul 
of man Sin separates the soul 
from God. It doesn’t have to be 
what some ierm “mortal” sin, not 
what the world would regard as 
“great” sin. Quite the contrary. 
Any sin, however small, however 
insignificant, has the same power 
of separation. With our first 


parents it was no more than the 
eating of a piece of forbidden fruit. 
But the deadly effect of that one

2. Accept Christ : 


Renouncing our sin (repentence), 
and opening the door to Christ 
(acceptance), is a simple process. 
So simple and So easy, in fact, 
that it can be done before the 
clock ticks away another minute. 
Right now you can turn to God, 
ask Him to forgive you of sin and 
come into your heart. That's all 
you need do. IN THAT MOMENT 
YOU BECOME HIS CHILD FOR 
TIME AND ETERNITY. 

Now suppose you meet the 
simple conditions) what will you 
have to show that it works? How 
will you know God has claimed 
your life? What if you ask 
Christ in and still you feel no 
differently, still you have no 
emotion. no experience to con- 
firm the transaction? You've 
done the only thing God asks you 
to do and yet nothing has hap- 
pened—at least nothing so far 
as you are able to see. Isn't that 
sure proof something is wrong? 
Or that God hasn't -heard? 

A young man, disturbed because 
of doubts about the reality of his 
salvation after accepting Christ, 
came to a friend of mine for help. 
“You have no assurance?” asked 
my friend, “What ever made you 
think you were saved in the first 
place?” “That’s what worries 
me,” said the lad, “I never have 
had much to show for it. The only 


God says about it.” “Shake!” said 


my friend stepping forward with 
extended hand _“why that is the 
same thing I have to show for 
my salvation! It’s all anybody 
has! What's more, it’s all any- 
body needs!”’ 

“I will come in” is  Christ’s 


promise, and He'll never go back 
on it. He can’t go back on it. 
God couldn't remain God and break 
His word with one single soul. 

It is possible, even likely, that 
one be genuinely saved and still 
have no overpowering emotion to 
show for it. But who cares about 
that when he has the promise of 
God! Feelings may come and 
feelings may go heavens and 
earth may pass away, but the 
guarantee of God is good forever. 


Life at Last! 
“He will feast with me...” 


Except as it is read from the 
older translations of the Bible, it 
is seldom we hear anyone today 
use the word “sup.” On the other 
hang the noun “supper” is still 
in common use. The original use 
of the word gonveyed more than 


the mere thought of a time to eat. 


Bounty, fellowship, rest after 
labor, the laughter of loved ones, 
this and more, made it portray 
a truly festival occasion. 

While the reader may  alto- 
gether miss the meaning in the 


usual versions, Weymouth’s trans- 
lation somes nearer conveying the 
idea into the language of today. 
“If anyone listens to my voice and 
opens the door,” it reads, “I will 
come in to him and feast with 
him, and he will feast with me.” 
Now. ask the man who has 


faced life without God, the man 
who single-handed has met the 
struggle, the sorrow, the sin, the 
pain; the man who has no hope for 
the future beyond a six-foot hole 
in the ground with dirt thrown 
into his face—ask him to give one 
word to describe life! Likely he 
would call it a failure, or a fraud, 
or a farce, but it would never 
enter his mind to call it a feast. 
Only the Christian who knows the 
joy of sins forgiven, the blessed- 
ness of God's love, and the assur- 


ance of everlasting life, would 
think to call it that. 
“T will feast with him” is 


Christs way of saying that gifts 
without number, endless, glorious, 
priceless, are freely bestowed upon 
all who bid Him enter. Opening 
the door to Christ,’ therefore, 
means more than giving psycho- 
logical assent to a pretty ideal. 
Opening the door to Him means 
opening the floodgates of the 
soul to an endless festival, to 
the “joy unspeakable, full of 
glory” (I Pet. 1:8) known by all 
in whom He dwells. 

The early Christians cpuld 
hardly contain themselves when 
the splendor of this new life first 
dawned upon them. No doubt they 
too had long sought for joy in the 
shallow streams of the _ worid. 
They too had known the sham 
and delusion of that counterfeit 
experience, erhaps they, like 
multitudes today, nad despaired, 
thinking their quest but an elusive 
dream. Then Christ came into 
their hearts! Overnight their arid 
souls became a garden of fragrant 
blooms. Everything took on new 
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meaning. Mighty oceans of joy 
replaced the trickling streams of 
the past. In rapture ang exalta- 
tion they went about saying, “This 
is life, to know God!” 

Never before had the world seen 
their like. Men came to regard 
this “Society of the Redeemed” 
as a strange new race who carried 
Heaven in their hearts. 

It is not by accidem that down 
through the centuries praise and 
gladness have been characteristic 
marks of Christ’s followers. Only 
He whose skilled fingers wove the 
colors of the rainbow can untie 
life’s tangles and make things 
right. Only He whose powerful 
arms embrace and sustain the 
mighty cosmos can break sin’s 
fetters ang set men free. 

What Christ has done for others 
He can do for you. All who open 
the door to Him will know the 
fulfilment of His promise: “I will 
feast with him and he will feast 
with me.” Those without Him 


are parched souls destined te 
eternal agony of soul-thirst, but 
he who has Christ has “the

No Time for Delay 
There is urgency in Christ's 
offer. Immediate action is de- 


manded. God's invitation is dated. 
“Now is the acceptable time,’ He 
says, “now is the day of salva- 
tion” (II Cor. 6:2). There must 
be no delay. Deferring the mat- 
ter invites disaster. Tomorrow 
may be too late. There is no call 
for further preparation. Just as 
you are—now—open the door, let 
Chirst in.
